Tue intelligence we have this week received from America 
on the whole, better than we had any reason to expect. 
Mf is not a certainty of peace, but it adds very much to the 
Probability of peace. ‘The. great questions to be decided as 
» the»policy of America*were two :—First, would there be 
n'a pressure on the’ Government by the New York mob, 
‘other mobs, and the people at large, that it would be unable 
f exercise its own judgment? Secondly, if it could decide 

oritself, would the decision be for peace or for war ? 





| "Phe first’ question is now decided, or nearly so. “The re-- 


on of the English demand in all parts ot the Union was 
{known when our’ latest aecounts’were transmitted; but 
Whe effect at New York, at Washington, and several other 
bs was known, and if these places may be taken as spe- 
itiéns of the general feeling of the country, as with some 
MloWwance they fairly may, the President will be allowed to 
for'himself. There were no large public meetings to 
iwe-men; and no notice of any such; the tone of the 
shad’changed ; the House of Representatives had re- 
Tused'to pledge itself to: support Captain Wilkes until the 
Diplomatic Committee of the ‘Senate had been consulted.

hou gh’we do not vouch for the accuracy of this part of the 
Welligence, that Mr Chase had-expressed himself favourable 
peace at a Bank meeting ; and the bankers: whom:he is 
to-have addressed would probably almost require of 
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him to be as pacific-as ‘possible. But, nevertheless, as‘ta_ 
the intentions of the Government, we are still without*any | 
information: which can’ be deemed conclusive and decisive. 


Some persons have been inclined to fear that the American 
Government was itself disposed to war, because it has not| 
surrendered the Commissioners after the private, but before 
the formal, communication of the English demand. They} 
think that such an immediate delivery,would have been more 
dignified than a reluctant delivery after consideration and 
delay, and infer that as Mr Lincoln has not chosen, this 
course, he does not intend to comply with our demand. But 
it is dubious whether such an immediate surrender would 
now be very dignified. If Messrs Mason and ‘Slidell had 
been released before the requisition of the English Govern- 
ment was known in America, the position of the President 
and of America would have been undeniably dignified. But) 
there is little difference, if any, between yielding to a formal 
demand which is avowedly public, and yielding to the same 
demand informally delivered. Probably the most dig- 
nified course at Mr Lincoln’s disposal is a reference of the 
legal claims of England to some legal adviser—to some court 
or Jaw officer. If he wishes to surrender the Commissioners, 
he’will easily obtain an opinion that they ought to be sur- 
rendered. 


And there is an additional reason why Mr Lincoln should 
not have been in an extreme hurry to surrender 
Mason‘and Slidell, namely, that he may wish to obtain intel- 
ligence of the popular feeling in other parts of. the Union 
besides those which had received the intelligence when .our 
néws was sent off. American politicians have been some- 
times called, in allusion to a phrase of the Puritan, times, 
waiters upon the people. Naturally Mr Seward and his coad-. 
jutor swould like to hear what. the whole people felt .and 
thought before they decided on a very delicate, perplexing, 
and critical subject. 

That the American people should change their opinions’ 
quickly belongs. to -their character and to their: cireum-. 
stances. They have.not the means of hearing both sides); 
the Press only says what will please them ; their politicians 
only, profess what will flatter them, -By, nature they are: 
impulsive, and in education they are ‘half-taught; they are 
especially subject to, passions of opinion; they are almost’ 
entirely wanting in ballast to resist them. Io cousequence, 
they form their judgments easily and change them as easily. |

THE MONETARY POLICY OF 1862. 
Tux New Year begins well in more ways than one. Our 
Awerican news is as good as under the circumstances could 
fairly have been anticipated,—is better than we could have; 
ventured to expect. And the position of Lombard street is 
admirable. After an uncomfortable interval of uncertainty, 
we are commencing a new campaign under circumstances 
more favourable to sound banking, more perfectly adapted 
to the futare prevention of panic and disaster, than almost 
any which we have known before. We have a great deab:of 
spare capital to invest; but if we manage with discretion, we 
shall easily secure ourselves against those-eollapses which 
have followed heretofore at no distant interval after seasons of 
plenty like the present. 

‘The banking department of the Bank of ‘England’ could jj 
have paid by the last account of 1861 more-than.10s--in<the, 
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pound of its liabilities at once upon demand. The account is

According to the present management of the Bank (so far 
as we are entitled to judge from the authorised evidence 
given before Committees of the House of Commons), the 
ratio of reserve to liabilities is the critical element to which 
the Directors refer in considering the position of the Bank, 
and more especially in regulating the rate of discobnt which 
they charge. Mr Weguelin, the last Bank Governor 
officially examined before any Committee of either House of 
Parliament, laid this dowa with the greatest distinctness as 
follows :— 

** Mr Gladstone : You gave evidence before the Commit ee 
on Bank Charter in the short session of last Parliament? 
—I did. 

“ In your answer to question No. 26 of that evidence you 
state that you had been enabled to maintain a reserve of 
notes and gold in the banking department which never 
descended below 3,000,000/ ; that means since the crisis of 
1847, does it not P—Yes. 

“ Several questions were put to you in your former evi- 
dence in which it was asked, more or less directly, whether 


you considered such a minimum reserve as 3,000,000/ ade- 


quate and satisfactory for the functions of the Bank. Is the 
Committee to understand it to be your opinion that a minimum 
of 3,000,0001 is adequate and satisfactory P—I stated that in 
times of scarcity of money we were in general enabled to 
keep a minimum of about one-fourth of our deposits, varying 
up to one-third, and that in times of abundance of capital 
our reserve was considerably larger than that porportiun. 

“In speaking of one-fourth of your deposits, you mean 
your private deposits ?—Of our whole deposits. 

“ Has there been any period when your whole deposits 
have been at the point indicated by four times 3,000,000/? 
—I see that our deposits then were as high as 14,500,000/ 
on the 18th of October, 1856. 

“ You are referring to the last occasion, when your re- 
serve has fallen to 3,000,0001 P—Yes. 

Looking to all the difficulties of the case, with the special 
circumstances of the Bank of England, are you prepared to 
give it as your opinion to this Committee, that upon the 
whole, that has been a satisfactory amount of reserve to 
maintain as a minimum ?—That was the lowest period of 
the quarter ; and therefore, though it was not satisfactory to 
the Bank that the reserve should be as low as that, it caused 
no alarm in the minds of the Bank Directors, because they 
Were aware that that was the lowest period of the reserve in 
the quarter, it being immediately after the payment of the 
dividends. 

“ With a view, however, to the maintenance of public con- 
fidence, would you say that it would be desirable that the 
Bank should be enabled to maintain its reserve, and even its 
minimum reserve, at a higher point than that P—I think it 
should endeavour tu maintain one-fourth of its deposits as a 
miniwum reserve."* 

Events which very soon followed the giving of that 
evidence showed that the reserve kept in conformity with 
that rule was an inadequate reserve. The test of actual 
experiment—the best of all tests-—proved it to be so. When 
that evidence was given, in May, 1857, the reserve was 
5,248,347/. It subsequently ebbed away as follows :—

And the events which produced this rapid decline 

not marvellous or unexampled; they were not 

which may not happen often again. There was consid 
over-trading in the Baltic and in one or two other ; 
there was a crisis in America, and there were one or twoi} 
minor and co-operating causes; but no agency was at work ji 
then which may not be at work hereafter. On the con | 
more potent causes might easily be imagined more likely tg} 
produce like consequences, more calculated to reduce the} 
Bank to a precarious position, to create a panic, to require} 
a violation of the law. After the events of the automn of} 
1857, the theory of the spring, that 3,000,0002 was anj 
adequate reserve for the banking department, will scarcely} 
now be maintaiued by any one. 


The events of the last year have proved two facts. Fira 
that the Bank has full power over its own reserve. Early} 
in 1861 that reserve was rapidly dwindling away, and by} 
raising the rate of interest promptly, effectually, and suffix} 
ciently, the decrease was stayed, and a gradual increase} 
was created, which has continued till the present time,|f 
And next, it has been proved that the power of retaining ity i 
reserve is not one which the Bank can under adverse cit} 
cumstances exercise without great popular edium. The} 
elevation of the rate to 8 per cent. last year, which almost} 
every one now acknowledges to have been most wise and 
necessary, was at the time bitterly commented upom by very} 
many persons, and we were much reproached for venturing |} 
to defend it. 


The remedy against a recurrence of these evils is now ia}}, 
the hands of the Bank. It is in their power to modify the 
rule which they laid down four years ago. They can endea- 
vour to keep up a larger reserve than that which they then 
thought necessary ; and they can feel more sure of being able |} 
to keep it than they then thought themselves to be. Subse 
quent events have showed that their power is greater and 
that their necesssities are more extreme than was at that 
time believed. The true rule, we submit, should be that the |} 
Bank should regard one-third of their liabilities as a mint 
mum for the reserve of the banking department, should nof 
permit such reserve to be reduced materially below such}f 
third, but should allow that reserve to fluctuate between ones 
third of the liabilities and one-half, as the nature of the}} 
deposits, the circumstances of commerce, and the general 
position of the country should from time to time require. 1 

If this rule were avowedly adopted, and were constantly |) 
adhered to, we should have a somewhat more gradual rise in 
the Bank rate after a period of plethora than any to which 
we have been before accustomed. The power of the Bank |} 
over its reserve would be exercised, not more stringently, 
not more effectually than it has been during the past year | 
(for that is impossible), but sooner, more equably, and witb’) 
less of outery and alarm. As soon as the banking reserve 
began to sink below one-half of the liabilities of the bapkiog 
department, the Bank would act as it used to act under the |} 
rule explained by Mr Weguelin when the reserve was less 
than one-third. It would raise its rate, protect itself, and in|} 
protecting itself it would protect the un of our commerce. |f 

It is impossible that any rigidly mathematical rule should |} 
regulate the transactions of the Bank of England or of any 
other Bank. ‘The terms on which money is left with them, 
the probable wants of the depositor, a cheerful outlook for 
the future, or a preponderance of disastrous anticipations, are |} 
only some of the ever-varying conditions which render an 
unbending regulation unsuitable.

It is impossible, too, to lay down any rale which will, undet 
all circumstances, obviate disaster or prevent peril. There 
may be events which will transcend all rules. But the 
course of bankers is now well known and clear. They have 
to follow the supply and demand of their article just a8 
other traders do. Whenever the reserve of the Bank of 
England dirainishes, it is an evident and now well under- 
stood indication that ovr capital is more entrenched upoo 
than it was, that i¢ is more closely invested than it was, 
that we monet be watchful and provident in investing more 
it. There is no artificial method of makitg capital: We 
issue notes, but when the capital of the country 4s really

i aggravate it. We only suggest, not a new theory, but a dif- 
t mode of carrying out a recognised policy,—a different 
plan for gaining an acknowledged end. We wish not to pro- 
commerce more completely than now, but to protect it 
at less cost ; we do not wish to alter the management of the 
Bank as far as principle goes, but to modify details and to 
apply that principle, as we think, better, to the present state 
df Eogland and of Lombard street. 

We have argued this question with reference to no theory 
of our own, but with exclusive reference to the acknowledged 
practice of the Bank of England and to the present law. If we 
were legislating de novo, Sir Robert Peel's Act is not by 

jany means the law we shouldenact. If there were any 
present prospect of altering it, we should have much to say 
onthe principles which should guide that alteration. But at 
the present moment there is no such prospect. When 
money is plentiful, no one ever thinks of monetary legisla- 
tion. It is only just before and just after a panic that any 
one will attend to it. As practical men, therefore, we should 
see whether we cannot work wisely and effectually under 
the present law. We venture to propose the above rule 
because it is obviously suggested by the last authorised ex- 
position of Bank policy,—because it requires no imaginary 
concurrence of the Legislature which could never be obtained, 
because we believe it would mitigate alarm, would prevent 
panic, would ensure the safety of legitimate commerce, and 
render the course of the money market more equable and 
less burdensome to many merchants than it has lately been. 


THE ADVANTAGE TO A COMMERCIAL COUNTRY 
OF A NON-COMMERCIAL GOVERNMENT. 

We remarked a fortnight ago on the blindness and vulgarity 

of the taste which is pleased by seeing the names of Peers 


j} and other great persons—who seldom know or can know any- 
thing of commercial business—on the board of direction of 


baoking or mercantile companies. We write now to draw 


attention to an analogous but very different lesson,—the great 
advantage which England derives from having a Government 
not directly connected with commercial interests of any kind, 
and free from all the latent bias and embarrassing associa- 
tions which commercial considerations introduce into the region 
of international politics, Nothing can be more striking than 
the teaching of recent events on this head. They show us, we 
believe, that it would be as foolish and weak an act of defer- 

} ence to popular cries, if we were to permit men personally 
interested in commerce to take part in the government of the 
country, as it certainly is a foolish and weak act of deference 
towulgar rank-worship to permit titled men, with no com- 
Mercial education, to take part in the government of com- 
Mercial companies. It is well known that the late Count 
Cavour, directly he was summoned to join the Administra- 
tion of his country, sold every investment in Piedmontese 
stocks and commercial undertakings that he possessed, and 
80 disembarrassed his mind of all the biassing interests 
which might have influenced, whether consciously or un- 
consciously, his public policy. And while Italy continues to 
trust to statesmen who are thus clear of all disturbing 
private interests, she will have one of the most important of 
our English securities against corrupt government. 

Mr White, the member for Brighton, has brought this 
subject very strongly before our mind. In/a speech whose 
Varying elements are rather curiously mingled, he has inti-

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“France.” Now the remark which must occur to every 
one on this observation is, that if we have any reason 
to suspect the landed proprietors of wishing for war 
under the influence of the very light temptation of a possible 


advantage from the rise in the price of food, we have still | 


more reason to be thankful that the commercial classes are 
not exposed to the really much stronger temptation of de- 
ciding on war and peace under the influence: of con- 
siderations so closely and gravely affecting ther interests. 
Even Mr White may perhaps not be prepared to deny that, 
allowing for circumstances, the morale of Englishmen cf all 
classes is much the same. If landowners are so liable to be 
swayed by motives of interest,—and we do not deny that 
they are,—commercial men are surely as liable to be 
so swayed. And there is this important distinction between 
the two cases, that the effect of war upon commerce, is far 
more immediate, profound, and liable to be overwhelming, 
than the effectof war upon agriculture, in acountry ruled by 
free-trade principles and not liable to invasion, We know of 
few greater incidental merits in our English political practice 
than our Government’s complete independence of direct 
commercial interests,—and this not only from the advantage 
resulting to the position of the Government, but quite as. 
much from the advantage resulting to the commerce of the. 


country itself. The present happens to be a crisis in which |: 


we can illustrate this advantage with especial force. 


First, as to the advantage to the Government itself. Of 
course we do not mean to say that the Government is not 
concerned, and deeply concerned, in the general commereial 
prosperity of the country,—for of course itsrepresentative cha~ 
racter sufficiently ensures that,—but only that the Govern- 
ment stands in a far higher position than it could possibly do 
were it open to the disturbing influence of mercantile inte- 
rests, or even to the imputation of such influences. There have 
been two classes of commercial interests very deeply affected 


by the prospect of war,— the genera! mercantile interests, which |}, 


always suffer when the carrying trade is endangered, when: 


prices rise, and all commercial adventures are contractedy-—'|}/ 


and the special cotton interests,—those of the manofacturersy 
which would gain greatly by the war and the breaking of the: 


blockade,—and those of the brokers holding for a rise, which! 


would lose as much by the same event. Now, we 
may do all our commercial classes the justice to 
say that they have not attempted to exercise any 
undue influence on the Government; that they have borne 
their respective risks with magnanimity and self-control, and 
shown themselves anxious only to see English equity vindi- 
cated. Butit is one thing to say that men will not con- 
sciously admit persenal wishes to bias them, and another 
to say that if they had muck power in their own hands ata 
great crisis they would not be unconsciously biassed by such 
personal interests. Which of us, with all his own fortune 
aod that of his nearest connections depending on war or 
peace, would venture to guarantee his own perfect impar- 


tiality P And if the Government were closely bound up with || 


such interests, how could we hope to save it from the bias 
which they would give? How, at all events, could we hope 
to save it from the imputation of such a bias? 
either a real distortion of national equity under such 
influences, or the repute of interested motives, would 
alter the whole position of the Government, and indefinitely 
diminish its power to settle the matter with substantial 
equity. 
nection with general mercantile interests, it might either in 
reality be biassed to too flexible and conciliating a policy,—or 


what would be almost as bad, it would be suspected of being }. 
so biassed. In either case, its influence at Washington would /' 
be diminished ; its influence in this country would be di-{ 


minished; public opinion would hamper its action; the 
American politicians would speculate on its weakness; we 
should have, in short, a Government without weight either 
at home or abroad, and the chance of war would be inde- 
finitely increased. 

If, on the other hand, the Government were bound up with 
the cotton manufacturers, the opposite set of temptations 
would either present themselves or be attributed to it. It 
would be credited at Washington and at home with a wish

Nor could we imagine any worse result, not only for the 
a interests of the English people, but for the special 

terests of English commerce. There is nothing that would 
hurt English commerce more than the wide persuasion, 
whether true or false, that the best way toinfluence England’s 
political action would be to act upon the hopesand fears of her 
commercial classes. Suppose the impression were diffused 
that considerations of commercial advantage overruled our 
general policy, we should soon become liable to both in- 
sults and bribes that couid not but lead toa general state of 
political insecurity,—the greatest of all evils to a commercial 
people. Thus the mere repute of preferring commercial gain 
to political honour would lead to indefiwite commercial loss, 
by shaking the stability of our political position. We see the 
disadvantage of this state of things partially illustrated in the 
case’of France. That Government, indeed, cannot be called 
im any sense a commercial Government. But the chronic 
condition of unstable equilibrium in which it always exists, 
makes it a matter of very great personal importance to the 

r to promote commercial prosperity, aud to avert at 

considerable sacrifice seasons of great:commercial depression. 
Hence his notorious anxiety at present to break the blockade 
of the Southern cotton ports, whichis a matter of far greater 
importanee to the French dynasty than to the English Par- 
liamentary Government. And this greater dependence of the 
French Government on commerce, instead of being an advantage 
to French commerce, isa disadvantage to it in ordinary times, 
because it adds one element of instability to the Government 
itself. Itis known that mercantile causes may shake the Go- 
veroment of France. Thisadds a fresh danger to the many by 
which the Government is menaced. And hence even in tran- 
quil times the commerce of France is not so prosperous, so 
even, so sure of the future, as the commerce of England. 
The very fact that a commercial crisis might shake the 
throne, renders the throne less secure, the confidence in it 
less complete, and, therefore, the commercial credit of the 
country less ample. 

Wemay feel well:assured, then, that not only for the interest 
‘of the country at large, but especially for the interest of its com- 
merce, it is in the highest degree desirable that the Govern- 
‘mentshould stand high above the influence of commercial in- 
terests, or even the imputation of such interests.

OPERATION OF PEACE WITH AMERICA ON 
ENGLAND. 

Last week we considered the probable effect which war with 
the United States would produce on the commercial and 
manufacturing interests of England. This week the tenour 
of the news which has arrived from America, though not 
decisive, is so markedly and unexpectedly pacific, that we 
must turn to the more pleasing task of considering the pro- 
bable commercial and manufacturing effects of peace. The 
prospective picture we have to look at is less anxious and 
gloomy certainly, but it is far from bright or satisfactory. 
We must, however, look it in the face, and strive to strip it, 


as we do so, of all exaggerated dimensions, and of all undue 
colouring. 


In the first. place, then, peace between England and 
America:means, we fear,. too surely, the continuance of the 
civil war between. North and South, We cannot doubt that 
the desire to hurry that war to.a. triumphant issue is 
the strongest motive with the Government at Washington to 
accede to the just demands of this country. We cannot 
doubt that their consent io make us.the prompt and adequate 
reparation we required, must be accepted as an intimation 
that they are still bent on subduing the South, and still 
hopeful of. success. That they are. utterly wrong in. this 
hope is, as our readers. are well aware, our confident’ and 
unwavering conviction. Bat.so long as they entertain it, 
so long will our trade with the South be stopped by the 
blockade, aud our trade with the North—already. grievously 
curtailed by the absurd and vicious Morrill Tariff—be kept 
im confusion and, to. a great extent, in abeyance, by the in- 
terrpption of commercial credit and the reduction of in- 
ternal consumption which war always involves, and which 
such.a fierce, extensive, and internecine war as the American

The merchants of Liverpool have made immense 
in’ 1861, The manufacturers of Manchester made 
ieee profits: in 1860. Last year, undoubtedly, was to 
many of them a year of considerable loss ; but it would have 
been so in any case, owing to the glutted markets of the 
world, The rise in the price of cotton only compelled them 
todo what the stoppage of sales would have compelled them 
todo at any rate, though to a less extent. On the other 
hand, this rise of price caused a corresPonding advance in 
stooks at ‘home and shipments abroad, and saved numbers of 
them. fronr heavy losses on their mercantile transactions. 
Onthe whole, we believe the majority of them, and certainly 
the largest’ employers of labour, will be able not only to 
sustain’ themselves during the crisis, but to contribute 
liberally—as. they always do—to alleviate the sufferings of 
thei people: The poorest, aud those who are mainly 
nt om borrowed capital, will, we fear, many of’ them 
be brought to the ground, At the same time all who ought 
to-be-kept on their legs will fied their creditors unusually 
able and probably-unusually willing to be generous and 
forbearing: Mill property will sell’ so ill that there will be 
no temptation to foreclose or realise; and on the other 
hand, money:is so. extraordinarily plentiful and cheap that 
bills may be readily renewed and engagements may easily 
stand over. The abundance of! money, which partly arises 
out of our disasters, will do much to mitigate them. 


As regards the operative population, there can, we think, 
be little doubt that the Government—that is, the country— 
will have to come forward in aid of the local rates and of 
private benevolence, as they did inthe Irish famine. We are 
sure they need not hesitate to do so. Three millions of peo- 
ple will be deprived, wholly or in part, of their daily bread, 
The conjuncture clearly transeends the power either of 
individual or of parochial means, The calamity comes upon 
the sufferers by no local fault, by no local accident, but by a 
foreign fact’ and by a national decision, It is directly and 
almost solely traceable to our national and just determina- 
tion to respect the blockade. A war with the United States 
would ‘at once have brought relief and comparative prosperity 
to: Lancashire. But a war would have cost us probably 
forty or fifty millions sterling each year of its duration. 
We may well afford to spend at least a considerable portion 
of this saved sum. on the famished population who are 

| famished because we have been enabled to save it. lt will be 
cheaper, wiser, more worthy of a civilised nation to provide 

hire with food gratis, if need be, than to have gone to 
War that she might have cotton wherewith to buy food. 

_Itis obvious enough that, with such a prospect before 
him, the Chancellor of the Exchequer must be very moderate 
in-his.estimates-of revenue. The Customs and Excise will 
produee far less than they are accustomed to do in ordinary 
years. An impoverished and starving population in the 
cotton districts will consume but little beer, tobacco, sugar, tea, 
or’ fruit,—and we should hope not as much spirits as usual.

THE REVENUE OF ENGLAND. 


Peruars an Englishman at the present moment might be 


pardoned a little financial exultation. While France has 


just announced an annualexcess of many millions in her ex- 
penditure over her income ; while Austria is in a similar 
position, with the addition that her credit is well-nigh 

and her borrowing power almost lost; while the Federal 
States no longer preserve the faintest approach to an 
eguilibrium between their taxation and their expenditure; 
and are relying principally on loans extravagant in amount 
and uncertain of attainment,—there is not a breath of doubt 
or a shade of suspicion as to the power of England. to 
raise a! far larger sum that her present vast taxation 
—as to her power of borrowing any required number of 
millions—as to the ease with which all her ordinary wants 
could be provided for by an easy adjustment of our present 
taxation. We watch our revenue accounts, indeed, very 
keenly ; but when we discuss them, we really think not so 
much of the bare figures as of the statesman who is respon- 
sible for them. We ask, in the homely phrases of ordinary 
conversation, not whether we are “‘all right,’ but whether 
Mr Gladstone ‘‘ ded right.” 

To this latter question there is, as yet, no conclusive 
reply to be returned. We cannot yet judge conclusively, 
Until the whole circumstances of the case are laid before us 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, who knows everything 
and who can tell all he knows, no one has the data for forming. 
an absolute or a conclusive opinion. Last quarter we showed 
that as yet there was a considerable deficiency in the revenner 
—that it was less than Mr Gladstone expected that it would*}} 
be, although the deficiency was not as great as some» of our 
contemporaries, from a superficial view of the accounts, were 
inclined to believe, and although there were many good 
grounds for thinking that the second half’ of’ the financial 
year would be considerably more productive than the. first 
half.

But there really remains to be paid to Government only 
28,000,000 dols, as they have to credit the banks 12,000,000 dols 
received from the private agencies. ‘Thus the balavce available 
to the Treasury is ogly sufficient to meet the expenditure of two 
or three weeks, and the last meeting between Mr Chase and the 
bankers broke up without any new arrangements being effected. 
The Government is now “ waiting for something to turn up” to 
restore public confidence, and it is reasonably to be hoped that 
that something will be the surrender of Messrs Mason and Slidell, 
and the dispelling of the war-cloud now overhanging the country. 
Otherwise the banks can do no more, and there will doubtless be 
an immediate resort to the issue of an inconvertible paper currency 
and its inevitable consequence—the hoarding of specie. 

Business continues exceedingly active, with a rapid apprecia- 
tion in the prices of manufactures— particularly those of cotton— 
and 2 gradual advance in other commodities. Even real estate 
was advancing till receipt of the recent European news. Manu- 
facturers are paying 40 cents for cotton, and doing a profitable 
trade in light fabrics. ‘The monthly consumption of cotton is esti- 
mated at about 40,000 bales, and there are but 15,000 bales in all 
the cotton markets! But many of the larger manufacturers still 
hold good stocks, and the makers of heavy fabrics talk of stopping 
when their present supply is exhausted, as their trade could not, 
they say, pay the current rates. It is likely enough that the 
arrival of 20,000 bales from Liverpool would greatly reduce the 
present wide margin between the prices on the opposite sides of 
the Atlantic.

THE FARMERS’ CALENDAR. 
LEASES AND LAND LETTING. 
Ewrerine upon a new year there can be no more appropriate 
topic on which to address those who are interested in agricultural 
property, than that which forms the preliminary condition to all 
success in agriculture, viz., the terms of land letting. The last two 
years have rendered this subject one of deep interest and urgent 
consideration to all intelligent landowners and occupiers. In 
1860 the condition of the — and the state of the land from 
‘wintermitting rain proved so bad that few farmers escaped very 
S€tious losses. And in 1861 the effect of the bad weather of the 
Previous year so materially diminished the breadth of wheat sown 
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and the quantity ultimately grown, that, notwithstanding the 
generally favourable character of the weather ee 
seman, ig: inayat tft i 

farmers in 1860. hese two years have strongly brought home 
to the farmer’s mind that in some seasons the weather will beat 
the farmer let him farm as well as he may, and that farmers’ 
profits must necessarily be estimated upon the results of a series 
of years. At the same time, and by the same causes, he is satis- 


fied that injury from bad seasons may be greatly mi s 
all sous urable improvements have been done, and the land 3 
is in high and clean condition. This brings each farmer to the 

questions, whether his farm is as regards both of the above parti- 
culars in the state it ought to be, and if not, why not? 

The terms on which it is let will have a most material i 
on these questions. Has the farmer such an assured possession 
his farm and for such a number of years as will justify him in 
making outlays, which under the most favourable circumstances 
can only prove profitable in the course of a series of years, and a 
which, without such security, it would be absolute madness on the 4 
farmer's part to make ? And where the farmer has such a contract Be 
for his farm as justifies him in farming it highly and with a view to 3 
many years of possession, the landlord obtains great benefit both in 
the amount and security of his rent. , 

In Morton’s edition of ‘“‘ Arthur Young’s Farmers’ Calendar,” 7 
now in the course of a serial publication, the September Calendar 4 
contains under head of “* The Lease” some excellent comments on 
the modern views of landlords and tenants upon leases, 
es some passages from the speeches of Sir John Pakington, 

zord Dudley, and Sir H Verney, which have heen referred to 
in these columns, the editor says:—‘ The general prinei 
acknowledged and advocated in these addresses is unquestion’ 
correct. The only room for criticism on that of Sir H. Verney 
seems to be that he does not appear to observe, or at any rate to 
give that prominence to the case of the man who is both capitalist 
and farmer in.one. It is he, we imagine, and not the farmer 
assisted by the capitalist, to whom we must look for the improved 
agriculture of the country.” This refers to Sir H. Verney’s sug- 
gestion, that with leases farmers would find it easy to supplement 
their own capital employed in husbandry, by other eapital obtained 
on loan. Of course this applied only to cases where the farmer's 
own capital should be deficient, and was referred to as an additional 
reason for adopting leases, beyond those influencing the more 
happily circumstanced furmer who is capitalist and farmer in one; 
The truth is, that the field for the employment, of capital in hus- 
bandry, were the landed property of this country managed with 
but a moderate degree of business intelligence, would be so great 
that we should need not only all the capitalist farmers to be met 
with, but all the farmers of skill and energy who could obtain. the 
assistance of capitalists as well. i 
i vane the one class of farmers or the other - hereafter * 

ecome the most active agents in the improvement of agriculture, 
we quite agree with Mr Morton that ithe lease is the only kind! 
of tenure under which high cultivation of land can_ be-either in- 
duced or maintained, whatever the nature of the compact between 
the cultivator and the capitalist may be; and notwith ing that 
there are landlords who will not grant leases. for | ened 
periods, and that there are tenants who will not accept it 
certainly must be for the national good that this mode of tenancy 
should more gencrally obtain. Farmers may fear being tied for 
more than one year to a bad bargain ; this only exhibitsa want of 
energy and of enterprise and of confidence in their own ju 
Landlords may fear abandonding their estates for so long to incom- 
petent tenants; they forget that when a farmer is tied to the land 
for so many years, his interest in maintaining its fertility is equal 
to, if not stronger than, that of the owner. And it is capable of 
demonstration, both on a priori grounds and by an appeal to fact, 
that the increased profit of both parties, dependent as it is on the 
exercise of capital and intelligence in the cultivation of the land, 
can be looked for only iv those districts where the fruits of high 
farming are secured to the farmer by a sufficiently long lease.” 
This leaves little to be added on the principle of land letting. As 
arule, leases are indispensable to improved farming and to ad- 
vancing rentals, as well as to the benefit of the rural labouring 
classes and the community at large. Even where tenants sit down 
contentedly under yearly holdings, being usually deficient in 
capital and intelligence, landowners would do wisely to state openly 
and publicly their desire to grant leases to any of their tenants who 
show indications of enterprise. And such cases are often those 
where assistance from a capitalist would be requisite. 

It is suggested that a lease should be supplemented by a tenant- 
right ; that is, that the landlord stipulating to repay the cost of cer- 
tain improvements made during the last four years of a lease would 
be the means of keeping up high cultivation to the end of the term, 
and the point is one well worthy of consideration in every case of 
farm letting.. Tenant-right, however, is no substitute for a lease, 
‘Tenancy, depending for its period on the will of the landowner, 
however it may be cloaked over by arrangements for the security 
of ‘ tenants’ rights,’ can never be so acceptatile to an in t 
man - te he is the tenant to be desired—as whien it is 
simply secured to him for a period of years by a instrument. 
The farmer wants a home as ell as mere sence his money.” 

It is for the landlord’s interest that a farm should be constantly 






well cultivated, and earns oaoene 
lease, such as will induce intelligent men of capital to farm I 
“ Landowners,” says Mr Morton, “will be benefited by having 
such tenants upon almost any terms, excepting of course such as 
‘would involve a sacrificeof the annual value of their ; 
but they may rest assured that such tenants will never them- 
selscs, except where they ean have free scope for the exercise of 
their intelligence and perfect security for their property.” 

We meet with some illustrations of the principles here “urged in 
a lecture lately delivered by Mr Lewtas at Lancaster. He said he 
had seen much of the evils of short leases, and much good accom- 
plished ander long ones, adding :— 

In 1805 or 1806 my late father took Nateby Hall Farm under lease. 
There*was on the farm a great quantity of wild top moss:Jend; nothing 
grew upon it but heath, consequently it wes of no velue. The preceding 
farmer seid it was not worth cultivating, and be did not. attempt it. 
However, my father marled and ditched about 40 or 50 statute acres, 
and the result was that in two or three years’ time there’ were good crops 
of outs and afterwards clover, and there have been crops on the land ever 
since. Land which was previously worth nothing became worth in a very 
short time from 258'to 30s per acre per year. The tenant on this farm, 
who preceded my father, pa'd 120 guineas rent, and made nothing out. 
My father took the farm at 400 guineas rent, with 30 to 40 acres less 
land, and made money. It would be difficult to mention a stronger ar- 
gument than this in favour of ditching and mariing under a long lease. 
Some of my forefathers took under a lease of 99 years 100 acres of mots 
land in Out Rawcliffe, ard brought them into a state of cultivation, and 
the result was that in 1805 or 1806, land which had never before pro- 
duced anything but heath or ling yielded 12 loads of meal per customary 
acre, and this for 14 years together, and in that year they had about 300 
loads of oatmeal, all from moss land. 

Again, he said :— 

I have'seen land made to produce double quantity of grass, or more 
than that, by drainiog and manuring or boning, or by using a mixture of 
bones"and: guano. I know an instance which I can point to, in the 
neighbourhood of Garstang. The land was wet; it is now well drained. 
Bone manure was applied, and where formerly only one horse and five 
cows were able to graze, there is now sufficient for five horses and 
twenty cows. I venture to throw out a hint which may be beneficial; 
the idea appears to me to be founded upon reason. If a field were laid 
down for a permanent pasture with grass seeds and a crop of grain, 
should the grass entirely fail, I think leases should be so framed as to 
allow the farmer to plough ‘up’ the field again and try it with another 
crop and grass seeds, provided the farmer were ‘willing to let another 
field bein’ grass which was due for ploughing. Asan instance of what 
may be dove in grass Jand, 1 may mention that my father drained a 
meadow in Aldcliffe, end after manuring it well for two or three times it 
produced four or five times as much grass as it did before, and, what is 
of great importance, I mey confidently state that the grass was of much 
better quality. My father, who for many years was known in this 
peighbourhood as a. successful farmer, believed firmly in the great 
advantages to be derived from draining and tilling, I have known him 
lay out in one year (at the commencement of a new term) almost as 
wuch money in tilling and draining as the rent amounted to. Iv 1825, 
he'apent' in this way about 300i, and during a term of nine years I have 
known him spend from 700? to 800/ in the work of draining and tilliog. 
What'was'the return? Double crops of whest, beans, oats, clover, &c., 
torwhat he had before. The beneficial results I have alluded to were 
wrought out under long leases. 


Herewe have no novelties, but the results of long past experience. 
Let us now turn to a series of conditions of land letting which 
should operate as a warning, not an example, to landowners. 


The North British Agriculturist gives some extracts from 
“‘articles, regulations, and conditions under which are to be let 
the farms, possessions, and crofts of the lands and estates of Olri 
sand Achalibster, belonging to James Smith, Esq.,of Olrig,” and which 
are with truth said “to place the tenants in the position of men 
not competent to manage their own affairs, and to enforce the strictest 
preservation of game."’ These articles contain thirty clauses, and 
they show the condition of the tenantry on some estates in the 
North of Scotland to be the reverse of favourable. For example :— 
The Proprietor also reserves the whole game and fishings, of every 
m, upon the estates, with liberty, privilege, and power of hunt- 
ing, cOursing, fowling, and fishing for the same, not only by himself, 
but by otters having his permisssion, and his or their gamekeepers ; 
and the'tenants shall be bound to protect the game, and the eggs of 
geme or wildducks, as far as in their power, and not to permit any 
poachers to shoot, hunt, or fish, but to give timely notice to the factor, 
district gamekeepers, or ground officer, of any trespass which may come 
to their knowledge; declaring that the tenants shall have no claim on 
the proprietor for recompense or damage for, or in respect of, any injury 
which he may sustain by reason of the proprietor, or others as above, so 
sporting or hunting, or for, or in respect of, any injury which he may 
sustain in the occupation of the lands let, by or through the instru- 
mentality of game themselves, or by reason of any increase thereof; but 
reserving to the tenant any claim which he can substantiate against the 
party actually sporting, hunting, fishing, for any injury or damage which 
may be thereby done to new grass, grain, or green crops. The proprietor 
reserves to himself the sole and exclusive right, either by himself or by 
others authorised by him, to kill and destroy the rabbits on the ferms 
tind lands let, notwithstanding any law to the contrary; or else to per- 
mitiand enforce the tenants: or otbers authorised by them’to kill aad 
destroy the rabbits as they may think fit. 
A shrewd once remarked to us of a farmer in England 
who had entered on a farm subject to similar reservations, that “ he 
must be either insane or insolvent”; and we think the Olrig 
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tenants submitting to such regulations can scarcely share the, 
verbial North British acumen. 

Then again:— 

No ae em fe entitled to keep aon See which 6 
must be approved of by the proprietor, un oth sti 
im the lowe; pro aera rrpomnyeeney eens 
stipulated number, he shall be liable in an additional rent-of one. pound 
sterling for each dog so kept, and it shall be in the power of. the 
keepers of the proprietor, or of the tenants of the shootings, with the 
proprietor’s written: authority, to destroy any dog found straying jig 
pursuit of game, witheutbeing accountable to the owner of such dog. 
notwithstanding any law to the contrary ; and it is expressly conditioned 
that all tenants whose yearty rent does not-exceed twenty pounds sterling 
shalt not be permitted to keep a dog, unless -with leave in writing. 

Bearing in mind that the best—perhaps the only—mode 
renovating the hill pastures is to burn the heather, ‘read the 
following :— 

The tenant shall be bound not to burn, either by himself or hisi@e 
pendents, any heather, or muir, on any part of the property, at egy / 
season of the year; bat in the case of hill pasture, a portion “mayihe |) 
burned every year, at’ the discrétion of'the proprietor or his ‘fattor, and | 
by persons under his or their orders, but at the tenant’s expense; and |} 
for any muir burned without such permission the tenant shall:be charged 
10s per acre for every acre of muir so burned, aad in the case of a-com. | 
monty, the tenants collectively shell be so charged, and the tenant and | 
his dependents are cautioned not to use lucifer matches Bor tinder near | 
woods, heather, moss, or grass. 

But then, though heather-burning promotes the growth of sheep 
feed, it somewhat disturbs the game ! f 

Here, again, is a stipulation at which any man with a shadowiof 
spirit would revolt :— 

Any unruly, troublesome, or immoral p-rson in the employment of the 
tenant must be put away at the first term of Whitsunday or Martinmas 
after the same shall have been shown to the tenant by the proprietor, 
notwithstanding any agreement which may subsist between the parties, 

Here, too, are cropping clauses of the most absurdly minute 
and stringent chasacter :— 

Every tenant shail be bound and obliged to give constant: personal 
residence on the farm, unless otherwise consented to by the proprietor, 
and to keep at all times a sufficient stocking, his own property, on'the |} 
premises during the whole currency of the tease; and further, ‘he is} 
neither to outlabour nor mislabour the farm; in particular, he is, onno| 
pretence whatever, to take two white or corn crops in succession,’ and it 
is hereby stipulated that the course of cropping to be pursued shall ibe 
the five years’ rotation, unless in cases‘ which may be otherwise pro- 
vided for in the leases ; or, in the case of newly-improved band, until itis 
brought into a regular rotation of cropping; and that .ne-misunder 
standing may arise as to what is meant -by five years’ rotstion, itis 
bereby declared to be as follows:—One-fifth of the arable land tobe 
under fallow, turnips, or potatoes, properly cleaned and manured ; tWo- 
fifths in sown grass; and the remaining two-fifths in corn erop;‘or 
should the tenant wish to allow’ his land to remain for a longer 
in grase, the succession of crops will ‘be the same—the proportions 
under fallow, turnips, or potatoes, and corp crops being correspond. 
ingly lees. ‘No land is to be broken ‘wp for tilage, but only from 
grass two years old at least, nor are two-white crops ‘to be «in apy 
ease taken io succession; nor is ‘the tenant to cut. for. bey ‘or 
green food in any one year a greater extent of land in. grass than 
one-fifth part of the farm in rotation, and only one-fifth of the grass 
80 cut shall be allowed to form seed: in any case in which the proprietor 
may consider it proper, whether by reason of additional land or other 
alterations, and of time being, in consequence, required to bring the land 
into rotation, or otherwise, a special written permission will be granted'to 
the tenant, specifying the deviation to be allowed from the rotation pre- 
scribed. The corn crop succeeding the fallow, or turnip, or potso crep 
must always be sown down with not less than ten pounds of best 
white and red clover seeds, and one and a half busbele of »best 
perennial rye-grass or improved perennial grass seeds to each im- 
perial acre. At the expiry of the lease, ozly such portions of the 
land shall be considered arable as shall have been cultivated at least 
one full course of five shift rotation during the currency of sid 
lease. The lots to be laid out with regularity, apd in equal proportions ; 
and further, the tenant is bound to leave the whole arable land of the 
farm, at the termination of the lease, strictly in terms of the above regu 
lation. In no case shall the tenants be allowed to cultivate moss or 
other ground by any process of paring and burning; but if the proprietor 
shall find that any of the tenants fail to improve any waste ground attached 
to their farms, which ought to be made arable, he shell, if he think 
proper, require such teaant or tenants, in writing, to improve the 
same within twelve months thereafter, and at the expiry of that period, 
if the ground shall then remain uncultivated and unimproved, the pro- 
prietor shail have the full and unlimited power either to place a tenant 
on the ground for the purpose of cultivating the same, or personally to 
resume possession thereof, and plant or improve such ground as he may 
think proper, and the tenant shall not be entitled to any deduction of 
rent, or any other ‘claim in mame of damages, vor otherwise, whatever 
for the ground so. taken off. And in case of any deviation from tke 
preceding rules as to cultivation and cropping, the tenants shall’ be 
bound to pay the sum of five pounds sterling per acre of additional rent 
for every acre so miscropped, and proportionally for a smaller quantity ; 
declaring that this additional five pounds per acre is to “be paid: as 
pactional rent, and “not in ‘name’ of ‘penalty or damages ; andin case 
of any tenant subletting his farm, or any pert thereof, omfailing'to give 
constant personal residence thereon, without permission from “thet Pay 
prietor in writing, or feiting to-have a sufficient stocking thereon, 
own property, or in case of his infringing these regulations in anyrepes 
for which no other pewalty or forfeiture is specielly 
be held to have thereby incurred a forfeiture of his lease, aad the same 
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forfeited and annulled accordingly ; and the Judge Ordinary. shall 
isdietion ané.power to..deeern- in eny action of removing or

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. |}, 


The annexed commercial news is dated Calcutta, Nov. 22 :—Produce 
Market.—The late news from London: has created some excitement in 
this market, especially as regards cotton and cotton goods. Theder 
for many other articles is also improving. Import Market.—There is no 
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change in the position of our market, the fortnight having been one of 
great inactivity, and the sales reported from first hands are to a very in- 
considerable amount. This dulness is ceused by the holding back of 
both buyers and sellere, The former have been receiving not very en- 
couraging news from up-country, and the latter are indisposed to quit 
|| their stocks while we are receiving news of high prices and diminished 
exports from Europe. Buyers must come in again shortly, and the 
course of our market will depend on advices from home. 

From Akyab, we have advices to the 18th Nov.:—The weather has 
been variable, under which the crops have progressed favourably, and ere 
reported to be larger thau for some years past. The supplies have kept 
moderate, and requirements baving been met by the remainder of the stock 
held by a native speculator, there has deen mo pressure on the market, and 
rates have ruled steady 


The following is from Madras to Nov. 27:—In exports there is but 
little doing; produce of all kinds is in short supply. Sugar is in fair 
}\ demand at 17s per cwt. Cotton—Our Tutocorin advices arrived down 
to the 20th inst., and quote no transactions in Tinnevelly. Since last 
mail we can only repeat our last quotations of 100 ra per candy, fully 
6d per Ib. Shipments were—28,004 bales to London, 1,733 to Liverpool, 
15,174 for orders, 2,156 to Havre, 1,135 to Colombo, and 603 to Madras, 
making a total of 48,805 bales. Contracts remain as last quoted, say 
50,315 candies. Indigo is in continued active demand ; really desirable 
quality is very scarce, 

Advices from Rangoon and Bassein are to the 16th and llth of 
November respectively :—Rangoon.—Rice—Prices have risen to 100 rs 
to 115 for 5 to 6 parts, which caused several houses to discontinue pur- 
chasing ; thie has eased the market ; requirements for ships in port and 
shortly expected are not now so very urgent. Bassein.—Rice—Four 
parts is quoted 75to 77 re; supplies small. A few samples of new paddy 
have been offered for sale, and more regular supplies of the new crop 
were expected in about four weeks: the crops in both districts will be 
excellent. 

The following commercial news has been received by the last mail:— 
Advices from Buenos Ayres are to the 26th of November. The market 
for dry goods was dull, and scarcely any business doing, chiefly owing to 
the unsettled state of political affairs and the great fluctuations in gold, 
whicb prevented holders from selling in currency toany extent. During 
the month about 25,000 arrobas of the new clip of wool had come for- 
ward. Allowing for the difference in value of the paper currency, prices 
ruled about 30 per cent. lower than last season. Freights in general had 
improved. In the coffee market at Rio 29,000 bags were sold on the eve 
of the departure of the mail steamer. The quality of the coffee latterly 
received had shown a marked improvement on the previous receipts of 
present crop. At Bahiasales of sugar had been effected at 2,100 reis per 
arroba for regular quality of browns, and a list of Cotinguibas at 2,200 
reis for browns, and 2,750 reis per arroba tor whites; stocks, 6,700 
cases, 190 boxes, 26,777 bags and barrels. No sales of coffee had trans- 
pired. Cocoa was in demand. Pernambuco advices are to the 14th 
ult.:—Busioess had continued favourable. A good sugar crop, high 
prices for cotton, &c., and moderate imports render the commercial 
position of this city much more satisfactory than has been known for some 
time past. The anxiety to purchase cotton continued, but the high 
prices asked by holders prevented much busiuess. Sugars have declined.

New York, Dec. 20.—The market was firm, with sales of aboug |} 


quiettiess and caution, induced chiefly by the state of political 
affairs in America, and at its commencement by the effects of a 
previously bad barvest and consequent stringency of the money 
market. During the last two or three months, however, the ex- 
port demand for America has imparted more activity to our 
markets, The transactions in the raw material by the home 
trade have been free from speculation throughout, and buyers 
have generally confined their purchases to the supply of imme- 
diate requirements only. Prices have considerably fluctuated, 
and must be considered on the whole rather below what they 
were a twelvemonth ago, especially as regards fine colonial wools, 
The exports of wool have been very considerably in excess of 
former years, amounting in the aggregate to above 21,000,000 lbs 
{| more than in 1860, France, Belgium, and the States having re~ 
ceived most, the exports to America from this port alone being 
upwards of 24,300 bales.” 

Messrs Grant, Hodgson, and Co. write as follows in reference 
to the tobacco trade:—The state of American affairs, and the 
uncertainty as respects the future, have had some influence on 
the market, and there are no operations of any magnitude to 
report. The trade have purchased to alimited extent, and sales 
of all sorts have not exceeded 823 hhds, viz, 215 hhds Ken- 
tuckyjleaf, 284 hhds strips, 41 hhds Virginia, 12 hhdsVirginia strips, 
and 271 hhds Maryland. In referring to the course of business 
during the last twelve months, it may be observed that, in 
January, fine Virginia leaf was quoted 73d to 8d, and strips 10d 
to 11d; Kentucky leaf, good to fine, 6d to 9d, and strips 8}d to 
9d. In February, there was a considerable improved demand. 
In April and May further advances took place, and on receipt of | 
unfavourable advices from America in June and July, considerable 
sales were effected at an advance of fully 1d per lb. Subse- | 
quently prices have gradually advanced to our present. quota- ‘ 
tions. Imports—1,074 hhds. Deliveries—1,239 hhds, against } 
896 in the corresponding month of last year. Stock—27,529 hhds, | 
against 21,685 hhds in 1861 ; 18,889 hhds in 1860; 14,601 hhds 
in 1859; 10,316 hhds in 1858, and 11,101 hhds in 1857. 

Scotch pig iron has been firm, at 493 cash, mixed numbers. Tin 
and copper have moved off somewhat more freely; but other 
metals have ruled dull. 

Russian hemp has been in steady request, at 35/ for clean 
-qualities. Manilla hemp, however, has sold heavily. Flax has 
commanded very little attention. 

In the oil trade, the principal feature is an improved demand 
for rape, at 463 to 463 6d per ewt for foreign refined, and at 43s 
to 443 for brown. Linseed oil is quoted at 333 94 per cwt. 
Tarpentine is firmer, at 67s for American spirits. 

The tallow .trade has been dull, and prices have given way, P.Y.C. 
being quoted at 51s per cwt, on the spot ; and at 50s to 50s 6d for 
January to March delivery. Town tallow, 50s nett cash.

Practically, a fair 
amount seems to have been done at prices which sellers wanted 
but could not obtain on Tuesday and the same account may be 
given of Tuesday compared with Friday of last week.

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BraprorD.—There is a firmer feeling in wool, and more confi- 
dence prevails among all classes. Nevertheless the business done 
does not show such an increase as was expected by some. In- 
quirers are far more numerous than buyers. There is t quiet- 
ness in yarns. Foreign yarn buyers continue to manifest extreme 
caution. The want of the Lancashire demand is severely felt. 
Prices show no alteration. Pieces—The pacific character of the 
American news has caused an improved feeling and a firmer tone 
in the market for pieces, but the actual business done is only small. 

Lezps.—The business done in both the coloured and the white 
hall was to a very meagre extent, but there was nothing in the 
general character of the market to indicate more quietness than has 
lately been noticed. 

Rocupatxe.—The flannel and wool markets have been dull. 
Very few purchases were made in either, nor were there any orders 
of consequence given out for future delivery. Yorkshire goods are 
difficult to sell, and dyed Saxonies are notin so much request as 
they were a short time ago. Notwithstanding this dulness, the 
prices of both goods and wool keep steady. 

Betrast.— While the tone of the market has been more confi- 
dent, and the feeling more cheerful, little can be said about the 
actual sale of goods; Some export transactions have been com- 
pleted, and small orders for the home trade have been to hand, 
but these are only comparative movements, and stocks continue 
large, especially in the fine lines of linens.

The metropolitan markets continue to be well supplied with 
pe in fair average condition, and the demand for them ig 
ess active, at from 80s to 140s perton. The imports from the 
Continent are trifling. 

In Scotland, fine wheat, barley, and oats have commanded a 
steady sale, at fail quotations; but other qualities have met a dull 
inquiry. In other produce, very little has been doing. 

The Irish markets, with the exception of an increased sale for 
maize, have been in a siuggish state. Compared with the pre- 
vious week, however, scarcely any change has taken place in 
prices. 

At Mark lane, to-day, although the supply of English wheat 
was small, all descriptions were a dull inquiry, at next to nominal 
currencies. In foreign wheat a very limited business was trans- 
acted at late rates. fine malting barley was inquired for, at ex~- 
treme rates, but inferior qualities, as well as oats, beans, and peas, 
were in slow request on former terms. For flour there was 
scarcely any demand at late prices. 

The floating cargo trade is thus reported by Mr E. Rainford :— 
There have been 12 arrivals at ports of call since the 26th ult.

LONDON MARKETS. 


STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK.

Although much uneasiness has been felt in reference to our 
Political relations with America, and although only moderate sup- 
plies of home-grown wheat have been on offer in the leading 
markets held since our last, the demand for that description of 
produce has ruled very inactive at about stationary prices. The 
transactions in foreign wheat have not increased, and, in some in- 
‘stances, the value of low qualities has had a drooping tendency. 
There has been a fair inquiry for malting barley at previous cur- 
rencies; but grinding and distilling sorts have commanded very 

e attention. We have nochange to notice in the malt trade. 
Good sound oats have changed hands steadily —other kinds slowly, 
at about previous rates. The inquiry for flour has been chiefly

Most of the French markets have been fairly supplied with 
wheat, which has moved off heavily, at about stationary prices. 
All spring corn has realised extreme rates ; but flour has ruled 
heavy. The stock of wheat at Odessa is over 1,100,000 quarters, 
For spring shipment, a steady business has lately been trans- 
acted in it. In America, wheat, flour, and maize have slightly 
fallen in value, owing to a decline in the export demand. 

The metropolitan markets continue to be well supplied with 

tatoes in fair average condition, and the demand for them ig 
ess active, at from 80s to 140s per ton. The imports from the 
Continent are trifling. 

In Scotland, fine wheat, barley, and oats have commanded a 
steady sale, at full quotations; but other qualities have met a dull 
inquiry. In other produce, very little has been doing. 

The Irish markets, with the exception of an increased sale for 


‘maize, have been in a siuggish state. Compared with the pre- 


vious week, however, scarcely any change has taken place in 
prices. 

At Mark lane, to-day, although the supply of English wheat 
was small, all descriptions were a dull inquiry, at next to nominal 
currencies. In foreign wheat a very limited business was trans- 
acted at late rates. fine malting barley was inquired for, at ex- 
treme rates, but inferior qualities, as well as oats, beans, and pese, 
were in slow request on former terms. For flour there was 
scarcely any demand at late prices. 

The floating cargo trade is thus reported by Mr E. Rainford :— 
There have been 12 arrivals at ports of call since the 26th ult. 
They consist of wheat, 4 cargoes from Odessa, 1 New York, 1 Mar- 
seilles, 1 Marianople, 1 Taganrog ; maize, 1 Marseilles, 1 Mazagan ; 
barley, 1 Ibraila, 1 Scala Nova. The hopes of the peaceable and 
the fears of the pugnacious of a pacific solution of the American 
problem continue to cripple business.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS, 
TeaFFic Receipts.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom for the week ending the 21st of December amounted to 533,520/, 
and for the corresponding week of last year to 550,280/, showing a 
decrease of 16,760/. The gross receipts of the eight railways having their 
termini in the metropolis amounted to 250,294/, and for the corre- 
sponding week of 1860 to 258,224/, showing a decrease of 7,930/. The 
traffic receipts on railways in the United Kingdom for the first quarter 
of 1861 showed an inercase of 253,000/ over those of the corresponding 
period of 1860; for the second quarter they showed an increase of 
119,300/ over the second quarter of 1860; for the third quarter they 
showed an increase of only 76,800/ over the same quarter of 1860; 
and for the fourth quarter an increase of about 52,8001, which might be 
reduced when the returns for the week ending the 28th inst. are made up. 
This decline in the receipts will be better understood when it is stated 
that the increase of traffic in the first quarter of 1860 over the same 
period of 1859 amounted to 439,700/; for the second quarter to 592,600/; 
for the third quarter to 483,421/; and for the fourth quarter to 404,000/, 
making together 1,919,721/ over the preceding year 1859, while the total 
increase in the receipts in the year 1861 will probably not exceed 
500,000/, showing a decrease of something like 1,420,000/. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHAKE MARKETS, 
LONDON. 

Monpay, Dec. 30.—The railway market was rather dull at the open- 
ing, but afterwards improved with Consols. Mo:t of the leading stocks 
left off $ to + per cent. higher than on Saturday, Great Wester2, South- 
Western, North-Eastern descriptions, and E.stern Counties showing the 
chief firmness. The final prices were at the best point of the day. In 
colonial descriptions, East Indian improved; Great Western of Canada 
shares were also firmer; while Grand Trunk declined. Foreign railways 
closed about the same as yesterday. American securities were dull on the 
news from New York, but showed no material variation. The tendency in 
mines was also unfavourable. 

Tugspay, Dec. 31.—In the railway market, business continued at a 
complete stand-still, pending the arrival of further intelligence from New 
York. Prices, however, were firmly maintained, and most of the leading 
stocks were quoted a fraction higher than yesterday. Lancashire and 
Yorkshire were especially buoyant. After regular hours the tendency 
was again favourable. Colonial descriptions were quiet, but steady. 
Grand Trunk and Great Western of Canada were firm. No change of 
importance occurred in the foreign market during regular hours; out, 
after the official close, Lombardo-Venetian improved to 4 pm. 

WEDNESDAY, Jan. 1.—A general rise took place in the railway market 
on the Americsn news. The purchases were chiefly to close outstanding 
speculative accounts for a fall on the prospect of a war, and the scarcest 
stocks, such as Midiand and Lancashire and Yorkshire, chiefly improved. 
After regular hours there was a lit'le reaction, London and North-Western 
being especially affected by the unfavourable traffic return, but the closing 
prices still showed an improvement of 2} per cent. in Midland, 1} in 
Caledonian, 14 to 1} per cent. in Loncashire and Yorkshire, North- 
Eastern descriptions, and Sou'h-E:stern, and of ? to 1 im other stocks, 
Colonial descriptions likewise advanced, There was a general rise in 
foreign railways, Lombardo-Venetian, Great Luxembourg, Dutch-Rhenish, 
and Brazilian shares showing the chief buoyancy. Canada and other 
colonial Government debentures were likewise higher. American secu- 
rities improved, especially Virginia Six per Cents. and Lilinois Central and 
Erie shares. Mines were rather dull, except United Mexican and St. John 
del Rey, which showed renewed upward movement. 

THuRspay, Jan. 2.—The railway market was generally firm, the fizat- 
ing supply continuing very limited. Midland and Lancashire and York- 
shire were especially scarce for delivery, and in the latter case large pre- 
miums were paid in the provinces for the loan of this stock for imme- 
diate transfer. Towards the close there was a tendency to reaction, but 
several of the leading descriptions left off higher. Indian guaranteed 
and Canadian descriptions elso showed increased buoyancy. Foreign 
shares were steady. Canada and other colonial Government debsntures 
were firmer. American securities were also in better demand. In mine, 
there was a reaction in United Mexican. 

Fripay, Jan. 3.—The railway sbare market was not active to-day, but |; 
a further improvement occurred in mostinstances. Midland, Caledonian, 
and Eastern Counties stock advanced } to § per cen'., and most of the 
other principal lines $ to 3. Lombardo-Venetian Railway shares rose 
to 3 to}prem. Great Western of Canada were again better. Mining 
shares supported previous rates.
